music, the study of the languages and 
society without neglecting the iinrlnrc 
of. her own family.

In her own case, lias laid herself in n 


TJicru being no wood at the cabins to

In tho days of our grandmothers, when 
tho household matcria mcdica consisted 
of "rooto and yarbs," with a few simple 
drugs like opsom salts, this domestic or 
'.'lay" prescribing was loss dangerous 
than In theso latter days when concen- 
trated and powerful agents havo become 
so common and familiar. 


Tho household remedies of tho olden 


time were rarely liable to do much harm, 
Ov6n if thpy did no good. Tho euro was 
generally in reality left to nature, though 
the "roots and yarbs" got tho credit of 
it. 
But. most of tho drugs of our day 


are not of this inert or negative charac- 
ter, and the danger in their use by the 
ignorant is a real and serimis danger. 


The most powerful medicines that un- 


professional people of a former genera- 
tioh ventured to fool with bore about the 
same relation to those iu voguo that gun- 
power does tho nitro-glycerine; yet tha 
latter ore used even more recklessly than 
tho former ever wero. A little knowl- 
edge is not always a dangerous thing, 
but when it leads a man to think that he 
can "doctor" himself, in ailments of any 
serious nature, the old and often-abused 
proverb is indisputably true.—Journal 
of Chemistry, 


The Magnetic Jfcedle. 


A condensed explanation in regard to 


tho needlo pointing to tho northward and 
southward ia aa follows : The magnetic 
polos of tho earth do not coincide with 
tho geographical poles. 
Tho axis oi 


]»otation makes an angle of about 230 
with a lino joining the former. Tho 
northern magnetic polo is at present 
uoar tho Arctic circle, on tho meridian ol 
Omaha. 
Henco the needle does not 


everywhere point to tho astronomical 
north, a:id is constantly variable within 
certain limits. 
At San Francisco it 


points about seven teen degrees to tho 
oast of north, and at Calais, Me, aa 
much to tho west. 
At tho northern 


magnetic polo, a balanced needlo points 
with its north end downward in a plumb 
line. At San Francisco it dips about 
sixty-three degrees, and at the southern 
magnetic polo tho south end points 
directly down. The attraction of the 
earth upon a magnetic, needle at its sur- 
face is of about the same force as that oj 
a hard steel mngnet, forty inches long, 
strongly magnetized, at a distance of one 
foot. 
The foregoing is the accepted ex- 


planation of thu fact that tho needlo 
points to tho northward and southward. 
Of course, no ultimate reason can bo 
given for this natural fact, anymore than 
fo* any other observed fact in nature."

You may know that near the end of 


\ \ i n t c r mormons licriU, cliicily of tlio 
harp-soals, come down and cor.grogn.tc 
upon the lloatiup; fields of ice eastward 
uf Newfoundland, where the young- aro 
born in March. These are the place 
ami season of the largest fishery, but 
the Ideality is never fixed nor certain; 
the fields, approached simultaneously 
by sailing lleets and steamers from 
Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, Scotland, 
England, Franco, Germany and Nor- 
way, 
must be sought for every year as 


thiiiiji'li for tho lirst time. This is in 
thu icy, tempestuous North Atlantic, at 
I hi; most stormy period of tho year. 
Dreadful gales may drive tho ships any- 
where but who.ro thoy sock to go, bergs 
ir.ay ho luirloi! against them, the ido 
may jam thorn between its ponderous 
edovs and crush 
the doubly-braced 


hu'.ls into splinters, or cleanly cut away 
parts of liio bottom, and leave tho 
vessels to sink ,'iucl tho men to save 
ihen'.selvos as best thoy may upon 
broken and drifting iec. Often a Hold 
of t h i n "bay-ioo" ivill lie right in the 
path. 
Thou tho ship dashes into it as 


far as its power can force it. 
When it 


slicks, the ci'cw leap overboard, chop 
and break the field in^o cakes which aro 
shoved under tho floe or luiuled out on 
lop;, or, if it is too thick to be broken, 
saws are brought out, nnd a canal is 
slowly made for tho ship's progress. 
This is a time of groat desire for haste, 
and you may well believe that every 
man works with all his might. 


Well, when nil this toil and danger 


are passed—sometimes greatly pro- 
longed, and in the midst of a frozen sea 
ami Ihe most violent storms—and the 
ship has '..lie good luck to siu-ht a herd, 
then begins for tho crew of hardy ;sail- 
ors a season of about the most arduous 
labor that one can imagine.

ment organized under it in 1789. Ot 
course the new government had power- 
ful enemies ns well as friends.

position to it grew out oE a jealous fear

nud hence the first ten amendments were 
proposed to the several States, by the 
first Congress which ^assembled under it, 
Bnt while this jealousy was properly en- | 
tertamed, and these amendments proper- 
ly adopted, the people of that day failed 
to guard, by way of federal prohibition, 
against the exorcise of like arbitrary 
usurpation on the part of the several 
States. The failure to thus limit State 
authority, with the diverse interests of 
the different localities, and an inordinate 
lust for dominion and power, frequently 
stimulated the 'most elaborate debates 
upon tlie construction to be given to cer- 
tain clauses of the National Constitution, 
iu courts, in Congress and before the 
people; and these debates sometimes de- 
generated into bitter sectional and per- 
sonal controversies. 


L''or three-quarters of a century, this irro- 
ressible coiillict continued, until, at hist, 
ie discussion ended; the battle then be- 
nn, nud then that ended. Tho sacrifice 
f life was groat; tho (low of blood was 
reeious; the waste of property and treas- 
.ro was immense. To prevent a repeti- 
ion o£ the past, the several prohibition^ 
gainst State usurpation,found iu there- 
out amendments to the Federal coustitu- 
ioD, were incorporated into the fuiida- 
icntal law of the land. Thus grim neees- 
ity and tho action of good men,from time 
o time, forced the Nation upward onto 
ligher and better ground. Looking back 


r more than a hundred years of his- 


ory, cn:i wo not read between the lines 
IL' an Intelligence more comprehensive 
ban any which ever emiuated from the

ions of George HI, but to the present 
dominions of Victoria, not only to those 
livingmuler Republican forms of govern 
rnent, but to the inhabitants of every nn 
tioiiality upon the face ol the earth; no1 
only to tho cause of civil liberty to the 
masses, but to tho euuso ot education. 
culture tied 
morality throughout tin 


world. Bnt let us not be inllated, nor al 
low our imaginations to overleap tin 
facts of history. The Fourth ot July i: 
celebrated, not so much for action had ou 
that day, as for resolutions then fonnei 
for subsequent action, 
It was not a dn> 


of battle, but a day upon which brave 
men determined, :f necessary to, give bat 
tie. It was not a day upon which vie 
toi.-y was achieved, but a day on which i 
WM resolved to achieve victory or perisl 
iu tho attempt. It was not a day whinl 
made submission and tyranny impossible 
but a ilay winch mado liberty und fre 
government 
possible. 
It was a da; 


which has become noted for exhibition: 
oE noble purposes, lofty patriotism, broai 
pbilanthrophy, sublime courage, oarnes 
devotion, aud a clear conception of 'h 
equal rights of men and the necessity o 
government to secure to nil the "iualiou 
able lights" with which each was en 
dowed by the Creato/of ail, The worl 
is deeply indebted for tho high resolve 
declared ou that day, but much more fo 
tho s.evon years of struggle aud battl 
with a haughty and well equipped ene 
ray iu tho field, r.nd poverty and suil'eriu 
to the loved ones at home. The pno wa 
a heroic protest and rebellion against th 
tyranny of a wicked government, and a 
expressed desire for a better one; yrhi1 
the other secured emancipation from th 
bad; and the possibility of devising a bet 
tor. But tho war was ended and tho vie 
tpry won without the formation of a n 
tional government. Tho old Articles o 
Confederation arid tho necessity of do 
fense aud protection against a comiDo 
and agreasivo enemy, had secured unite 
action of the thirteen States during th 
war, but when peace and tho reactio 
came, and tho representatives of the sev 
eral States found themselves at c 
purposes, thoao artiales were ^u' h 
better to secure united action, or to ei 
force laws against the lawless, than a rope 
ot sand. What was to be done iu such a 
crisis ? Should tho project oil nationality 
be abandoned, and thirteen separate in- 
dependent petty States be allowed each 
to take care of itself and thus become the 
prey of each other, as well as of foreign 
powers, or should the respect of the 
world be secured by a union of strength 
through a union of States, into auational 
government for the general welwaro and 
common defense from enemies without 
and within '! 


Upon the right determination of these 


questions, depended the future of much 
good in America and tiie world. 
While 


a wrong decision would have rendered 
the victories of tho revolution entirely 
abortive, nud placed the high resolves 
contained in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence among tho ell'usions oE theorists 
who we.re never supposed to have learned 
tho science of practical politics, and 
caused the names of the signers of that 
document to become an object of ridi- 
cule among the devotees oE royalty 
throughout^the earth. But under the 
providence of God, all was not to bo thus 
lost, for a groat forward aud upward step 
was to bo taken. Fortunately, there were, 
at the time, men, great by nature, — inde- 
pendent, firm and [courageous by disci- 
pline, broad, generous, unselfish, benev- 
olent and patriotic by sull'ernig and de- 
votion, learned iu the different forms of 
government from necessity, and especial- 
ly fitted by the Almighty Father .tor the 
great work at hauti, audhonee the'y could 
not wholly fail. 


But the difficulty was not so much in 


devising an ellicieiit plan of government, 
as in securing the requisite support for 
'its adoption; for bo it known, that all the 
men of that day were not such a.s have 
been described. Homo then, aa well as 
now, acted entirely from selfish motives, 
and henoo would support no project 
which failed to promise beneficial returns 
to themselves. Besides, honest patriotic 
men would be very apt to take different 
views o£ the questions proposed. 
But 


after thirteen years' of experiment includ- 
ing seven yeaiu' of war and six of peace, 
tho inherent weakness and inefficiency of 
the old confederation, were generally 
conceded, aud so the constitution was 
finally adopted, aud a national govern- 


bring out and build up grand character?, 
then its people must be inspired with a 
holy zeal for all that is good—a'.l that is 
heroic—all that tends to enlarge the com- 
prehension—deepen, purify and enoble 
the affections. They must, as far a.s pos- 
sible, forget themselves and yet respect 
themselves while being; moved forward 
by a sublime love for tho ultimate good 
of man and the Infinite Will concerning 
the race. Not so much by coercion us by 
attraction, education and development. 
None should be so lofty as to escape cen- 
sure when acting in the wrong nor so se- 
cluded as nut to bff praised when in tho 
right. The, largest liberty 
consistent 


with good order and a proper respect and 
guardianship for the rights of others may 
be eudnlged; but the masess should be 
enlk'htened — cultivated—enabled— and 
society become homogeuenous, but with 
conception grandly coinopolitian.

Gov- 
ernment is administered by man. 
The 


progrsss of tho Nation, may, in part, be 
advanced or retarded by the action of the 
people through its oflicers. Tuo progress 
c£ the State, may, in part, bo advanced 
or retarded by tho action of iln people 
through -iln officers. Thus, in this coun- 
try, the advances made in science and 
art, the development made in civiliza- 
tion and culture, the progress made in 
church and State, the unfolding ami re- 
vealing of the hidden laws of nature and 
nature's God, and the application of 
those laws to the ever changing necessi- 
ties and wants of men, must rest, ulti- 
mately, upon the people themselves.

tiny? or will she leave her own sons and 
daughters to be kept in a lower sphere ot 
life, and be therein directed by tho.

nud elanghters ought to occupy, iE they 
are given a fair opportunity to do i1-.?" 


A few weeks ago, State Senator Terrell, 


of that samo State, used this significant 
language: "After forty years ot indepen- 
dence a:id prosperity, where, to-day, are 
tbe diatiuguisheel linguists, mathematic- 
ians, geologists, civil engineers, or learned 
men of any sort, who have boon educat- 
ed in our State? There is not one. With 
great resources always at our control, a 
generation lias been reared with only 
such opportunities as the country school 
could afford. 
If a atrango mineral is 


found in your land, you must send it out 
ot Texas to bo assayed, or import a man 
to tell you what it is. If water-works, 
gas-works, or manufactories are to be es- 
tablisheel in your towns, you must semi 
abroad for educated brain to construct 
and operate them. 
If a railroad is 


to be 
built, its course 
nnel grades 


must be determined by engineers educa- 
ted abroad". Wisconsin has been more 
fortunate. Tho renowned Oreliuanco o£ 
1787, declared, that: "Religion, morality 
and knowledge being necessary to good 
government and the happiness of man- 
kind, schools nud the mennsoE education 
shall forever be encouraged." 
Prior to 


our state government, liberal donations 
of the public lanels? in cur territory, were 
made by congress for tho same purpose 
Those- grants of land were confirmed by 
our state^constitution, which made sure 
provisions for educational facilities, by 
securing common schools free to all, aud 
fosteriug acadmies, normal schools col- 
leges and a university. 


These, 
with 
the various denom- 


inational schools 
and 
colleges 
and 


the various benevolent institutions iu 
Wisconsin, indicate something of the 
character, energy sagacity and hope of the 
early settlers oE the State, while the work 
annually performed iu these various seats 
of learning nnel benevolent institutions, 
is doing much to give the the Badger 
State, that high rank in tho field of 
thought, which she so richly deserves. 
True, a large share of the most prominent 
men in tho State, were eelucated else- 
where, but they are fast being superceed- 
ed or displaced, by those, who were 
wholly or iu part educated within our 
own 
borders; besides the scholarship 


and learning of Wisconsin, are largely 
represented in several States and Terri- 
tories, and by a few ia foreign lauds. 
But let us not deceive ourselves by our 
vanity. If life would be kept sacred,the 
taking of it must be made dangerous. 


Tho law oE progress forbids content- 


ment with the past or present, but is 
ever demanding higher excellence anct 
aud broader attainments. The objective 
point., is not so much reputation abroad 
lor onr State, as n higher order ot char- 
acter tor those reared iu our State. 
If 


lawlessness would be aupressed the law 
mnstbe rigidly enforced. If the State 
would be uoteel for education, it must bo 
able to point to those whom it has eelii- 
cated. IE it would boast of its skill, 
science or art, it must be able to furuish 
those who are superior in these respects. 
It it aspires to the superior learning in 
medicine theology or law, it must possess 
those who have more profoundly studied 
and then more wisely discriminated be- 
tween the false and the true. IE it would 
take the front rank in statesmanship it 
must present men who are, not only en- 
elowod by nature with the sagacity, cour- 
age and self-reliance, requisite for leader- 
ship, but those who have mastered tbe 
abstruse aud intricate questions which 
affect the manhood, and the great mate- 
rial interests of the Notion and the state, 
so ns to commnnd the respect °'id confi- 
dence ot other lenders, as well an the peo- 
ple. It it would surpass in manhood, it 
must in thought, brain anel heart. It tho 
state would lead off' in the things which
